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GPs keep up fight for 
walk-in clinic rethink 


HAVERHILL patients are being 
urged to support their local doctors 
and demand a rethink on plans for 
a new walk-in clinic. 

Some GPs claim the £800,000 pro¬ 
posed for a new 24-hour, seven-day-a- 
week health care clinic - set to open in 
the town later this year - could be 
better spent on expanding the existing 
practices. 

Last year, more than 10,000 people in the town 
signed a petition against proposed cuts of 
£300,000 to doctors’ budgets over the next five 
years. They are now being asked to sign 
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another petition calling on the Government to 
reconsider the so-called “Darzi” clinics. 

Ann Sissons, practice manager at the 
Christmas Maltings surgery, said every local 
surgery had a copy of the petition and she 
urged patients to sign it before the June 12 
deadline. 

Mrs Sissons said: “Diagnostic and secondary 
care would be fantastic, but not at the expense 
of existing surgeries. 

“This new clinic has to have registered 
patients and is expected to have 6,000 within 
three years. So where are they going to come 
from when the town has already got extra 


capacity? Everyone is worried about this. If the 
Stourview surgery was to lose 1,000 or 2,000 
patients it would only have 1,000 left and it 
would not be able to carry on. 

“If you start whittling away 6,000 patients 
from existing practices it could have huge 
consequences. What is the point of creating 
this new GP-lead clinic if it is going to be taking 
patients from existing surgeries and 
threatening their viability 

“When you take away £300,000, then create a 
new GP-lead clinic, it does not make any sense. 
They have already had a 10,000-signature 
petition from the town on a similar vein - super 
services are fine if you leave existing GPs 
alone.”

Man accused of 
aimed robberies 


A JOBLESS man susp¬ 
ected of being the armed 
robber dubbed “The 
Bookie Blagger” has 
appeared at Crown 
Court. 

Nicholas Smith, 58, is acc¬ 
used of committing armed 
robberies in Haverhill and 
elsewhere but has denied a 
string of offences. 

Smith, of Tempsford Avenue 
in Borehamwood, Hertford¬ 
shire, was arrested after a 
dawn raid at his home in 
January. He pleaded not guilty 
to 44 charges related to robbery 
and possession of firearms 
when he appeared at Harrow 
Crown Court on Wednesday.

than 20 raids on bookmakers' 
shops - including three in 
Haverhill and one in Cam¬ 
bridge - over a two-year period, 
which netted a total of around 
£30,000. 

Smith, who made no appli¬ 
cation for bail, was remanded 
in custody, and his case is set 
for trial at Harrow Crown 
Court in September 2. 

The charges he faces include 
armed robbery at Ladbrokes in 
Haverhill on New Year’s Day 
last year. 

Police believed the culprit 
could be an unhappy punter, 
who used a number of dis¬ 
guises during the raids and 


plundered £5,000 in one Lad¬ 
brokes raid. 

The gunman, who was 
caught on a CCTV camera, 
terrified cashiers at Haverhill’s 
Camps Road branch in a robb¬ 
ery last June when he walked 
in wearing a coat with the 
hood up, sunglasses and a scarf 
around the lower part of his 
face. He walked off with hun¬ 
dreds of pounds after threat¬ 
ening staff with a gun. 

It was a carbon copy of a 
raid at the same shop in 
February and a New Year’s 
Day hit on the Ladbrokes 
branch in Jubilee Walk in the 
town. There the man forced 
employees to hand over cash at 
gunpoint before pushing them 
into a toilet.

Hospital parking charges 
net £250,000 in a month

ADDENBROOKE’S 
Hospital made nearly 
£250,000 from parking 
charges in one month 
after increasing fees 
for patients, visitors 
and staff by up to 36 
per cent. 

The NHS hospital in Cam¬ 
bridge raked in £248,323 
from parking fees in April, 
the first month in which 
increases applied. 

One outraged councillor 
described the figures, 
obtained by our sister paper, 
the Cambridge Evening 
News under the Freedom of 
Information Act, as being 
“against the whole ethos of 
the NHS”. 

If parking income contin¬ 
ues at the same level for the 
rest of the 2008/09 financial 
year, Addenbrooke’s will 
make £2.98 million out of it. 

The foundation trust al¬ 
ready makes more money 
from parking charges than 
any other hospital in the 
UK, bringing in £2.56 million 
in 2007/08. 

Alongside the new char¬ 
ges, April saw the opening of 
the hospital’s new £11.5 mil¬ 
lion multi-storey car park, 
operated under a contract 
between Addenbrooke’s and

private company NCR 

Addenbrooke’s insists all 
money raised by parking 
charges is reinvested in pro¬ 
viding safe car parks and 
without charges, funding for 
patients and staff would be 
diverted to parking. 

But Cllr Geoff Heathcock, 
Liberal Democrat spokes¬ 
man for health on Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, 
said: “In many cases, staff 
and patients have no alter¬ 
native but to bring a vehicle. 
And they are being absolu¬ 
tely fleeced. 

“It goes against the whole 
ethos of the NHS. The hosp¬ 
ital is there to provide a 
service.” 

As a foundation trust, 
Addenbrooke’s owns its 
assets independently of the 
Government and can enter 
into external contracts with 
private companies. 

Cllr Heathcock said: “It is 
an independent hospital, so 
they have free rein to do 
what they like. Nobody, but 
nobody, is in a position to go 
to a Government minister 
and complain.” 

Outpatients at Adden¬ 


brooke’s now pay £3 for one 
day, visitors pay £15 to park 
for more than eight hours 
and staff pay £2 a day 

Of April’s income, £159,344 
came from patients and 
visitors, while £88,979 came 
from staff. 

Michael Summers, vice- 
chairman of the Patients’ 
Association, said: “It really 
is disgraceful that hospitals 
feel they can make money 
out of patients, their fam¬ 
ilies and staff. 


“They pay private comp¬ 
anies vast fees instead of 
organising it in a way that 
savings could be made.” 

An Addenbrooke’s spokes¬ 
man said: “The income gen¬ 
erated from car parking ch¬ 
arges allows us to provide a 
high-quality parking service 
on site for people who really 
need it. 

“All the car parks on site 
are self-funding, which 
means that no money intend¬ 
ed for patient care is spent 
on parking.” 


The spokesman added that 
the hospital has a long-term 
travel plan encouraging the 
use of alternative means of 
transport. 

The News asked Adden¬ 
brooke’s to reveal the value 
of its contract with NCP. But 
the hospital refused to 
release the information, 
saying it could “damage 
good commercial relations 
with the private company” 
and “affect the private 
company’s commercial in¬ 
terests”. 


HUNDREDS of people were 
given spot checks in one day 
as police in Cambridgeshire 
launched a crackdown on 
rogue traders. 

Police and partner 
agencies took to the streets 
of the county in a bid to 
tackle tricksters who prey 
on the vulnerable. 

They stop-checked about 
400 people last Wednesday, 
accompanied by officers 
from trading standards, 
councils, the Environment 
Agency and HM Revenue 
and Customs. 

The move was launched 
to target known “hot-spots” 
for the crime as part of a 
national day of action. 

Cambridge, Ely, Sawston, 
St Neots, St Ives, Hunt¬ 
ingdon, Eye, Wisbech and 
Peterborough were covered 
by Operation Rogue Trader. 

There have been 19 rogue 
trading incidents in the 
county so far this year, 
involving the loss of £50,000. 

No arrests were made 
during the crackdown but 
trading standards offences 
were uncovered, property 
seized and intelligence gath¬ 
ered.

Brave pair take on 
blaze at Iraqi base 


TWO Suffolk firefighters 
used their skills to put out a 
blaze caused by a huge 
mortar attack while serving 
with the RAF in Iraq. 

Leading firefighters Trev¬ 
or Jaeger, from Haverhill 
Fire Station, and Peter 
Nicholson, from Saxmund- 
ham, were taking part in an 
RAF exercise, and although 
firefighting is not their main 
job, the two off-duty fire¬ 
fighters swung into action 
when a base in Basra came 
under heavy rocket attack. 

In the first wave of the 
attack, around 15 122mm 
rockets hit the camp, with 
one landing just 30 feet from 
the pair. 

The rocket had struck a 
shipping container, blowing 
the doors off and it was well 


alight when the pair sprang 
into action, grabbing fire 
fighting equipment from a 
snack bay 

They had run out of ext¬ 
inguishers when they were 
given a garden hose by one of 
the locals, as this was the 
only source of water, and 
quickly brought the blaze 
under control. 

They continued until fire¬ 
fighters from the base 
arrived on the scene. 

The two men are on call-up 
duty with 2 Squadron RAF 
Regiment. 

Mr Jaeger, a father of 
three, has served at Haver¬ 
hill Fire Station for the past 
10 years and is due to return 
home shortly from a three- 
month trip, then return to 
Iraq.

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Triumphant revival for Sixties group

IT TOOK UK 
audiences a while to 
finally recognise the 
talents of The 
Zombies - and now 
that we have, they’re 
having the time of 
their lives. 

The band, led by 
keyboard player Rod 
Argent and singer Colin 
Blunstone, started out 
from St Albans in the 
1960s but it was only 
across the Atlantic that 
tracks like She’s Not 
There, Tell Her No and 
Time of the Season were 
setting the US billboard 
charts on fire. 

The band split before the 
release of their final album 
Odessey and Oracle in 
1968 and it passed by 
with little notice in their 
home country. But then 
something strange 
happened. 

Rod said: “Odessey and 
Oracle didn’t sell when it 
first came out. But then 
15 years later it started to 
sell and gradually gained 
momentum which has 
gone on and on until 
today. 

“I’d almost forgotten what 
it sounded like because

I’m not one who goes and 
plays my old stuff very 
much and it wasn’t until 
there was a compilation 
put together by someone 
who went back and found 
all the original first 
generation masters that I 
actually listened closely to 
it for the first time.

The album soon began to 
be hailed as a lost classic 
and with the long-awaited 
revival of interest in the 
group, Rod and Colin 
joined forces once again 
in 2000 to take the music 
back on the road. 


Since then they have 
become progressively 
busier and their hard work 
paid off in March this year 
when they reformed the 
original 

line-up and played three 
nights at the Shepherd’s 
Bush Empire to mark the 
40th anniversary of 
Odessey and Oracle. 

“It was brilliant,” said Rod.

New measures may 
fail to have impact 


THE Government’s pro¬ 
posals to cut the speed limit 
of urban streets to 20mph 
are a step in the right 
direction - but still won’t 
stop the majority of drivers 
who break road laws. 

That’s the reaction of 
Andrew McGavin, the 
founder of Better Driving 
Please.com, a website set up 
for anyone to report bad 
driving they see on roads. 

BetterDrivingPlease has 
received 12,500 reports so 
far. Andrew says new laws 
such as this are good only if 
they are capable of being 
actively policed. 

He said: “There is an 
underclass of motorists 
who genuinely don’t fear 
being caught breaking 
traffic laws. 

“They know there aren’t 
enough traffic police to 
catch them speeding, 
driving dangerously or 
using a handheld mobile. 
They’re prepared to risk 
driving without insurance. 
And they don’t fear cameras 
because they can swap or 
alter their number plates. 

“Setting a new limit of 


20mph will only slow down 
law-abiding drivers. The 
real answer is to quadruple 
efforts to catch and 
prosecute the persistent 
offenders, such as some of 
those reported to Better 
Dri vingPlease. com. ” 

Andrew has evidence of 
what little effect the 
introduction of new road 
laws has had. 

Fifteen months ago the law 
for using a handheld mobile 
phone changed (February 27, 
2007), increasing the penalty 
for being caught to £60 and 
three points. 

Yet since then reports of 
drivers flouting the law 
received by BetterDriving 
Please.com have increased, 
and currently stand at 2,700. 
Andrew added: “The 
Government needs to look 
at what is actually happen¬ 
ing on our roads and 
revamp their overall 
enforcement policy, rather 
than introduce new laws 
which will just be ignored. 

“The law is becoming law 
for the law-abiding, to be 
ignored by the ‘motoring 
underclass’.”
